Further important modifications of 
the bill, as ameuded ‘by the Democrats 
of the Committee on Finance, were or- 
dered, and the committee was directed 
to draft afew changes that could not 
be phrased easily in the party assemi- 
bly. 

These changes will all be in form when 
the full committee, both Democrats and 
Republicans, meets tomorrow miorning 
to send the measure to the Senate. Mr. 
Simmons of North Carolina, Chairman 
of the cormmittee, -at, once will move to 
make the bill the unfinished. business, 
and he hopes that Republican opponents 
of the bill will not“protract the discus- 
sion for more than a week. It is known 
that confererice on the measure between 
the two houses will take but little time. 

The bill as finally agreed to. in caucus 
is expected to produce about $108,000,000 
in revente, although if the slump’ in 
beer production continues this amount 
will be reduced. This ts an increase of 
$3,000,000 over the estimates. for -the 
measure as it passed the House, \ The 
Senators have shown a general disposi- 
tion to increase taxes on alcoholic bev- 
erages, raising the rate on wines and 
beer and imposing a new levy. on recti- 
fied spirits, 

The Sources of Revenue,

WORKING PLAN IS DRAFTED | 


Experts Suggest System to be Used 
in Reserve Banks—Close Watch 
on Member Banks. 


Pierre Jay, Chairman of the Board of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
Iéased yesterday the seventh floor of 
the office building at 27 Pine Street 
as temporary headquarters for the Gov- 
ernor and Directors of the’ new institu- 
tion. The question of where the bank 
itself, when it is ready to open for 
business, will be situdted has not yet 
been determined. 

One of the first duties of the Directors 
will be to take up for consideration in 
detail a° comprehensive report on the 
internal workings of the bank, its. re- 
lations with its member banks, and 
with the Federal Reserve Board.
